year  in  a  row,  Tattersall’s

Swimming  in  the  confines  of  the  City 
Tatts  pool  and  cheered  on  by  our 
vocal  cheer  squad  who  crammed  into 
the  area,  the  visitors  won  the  Open, 
Over  40’s  and  Over  50’s  events. 


The  record  now  stands  at  Tattersall’s 
and  City  Tattersall’s  both  having 
swept  the  pool  twice,  but  only  the 
senior  club  has  performed  the  feat  in 
consecutive  years. 

The  results  were  a  great  tribute  to 
our  swimmers  and  to  Head  Coach, 
the  legendary  Harry  Turner.

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It  ought  not  be  a  surprise  that  the  present  day  culture  and  character  of 
Tattersall’s  Club  is  very  much  a  function  of  its  history. 


Founded  by  sportsmen,  populated  by  the 
most  successful  businessmen  and 
professionals  of  the  time  and  having  the 
role  of  regulating  gaming  and  wagering  in 
a  city  famous  for  its  strong-willed  citizens 
of  doubtful  origins,  Tattersall's  Club  has 
never  pretended  to  be  an  elite  institution. 
Rather,  it  is  a  gathering  of  like-minded 
sportsmen,  catering  to  the  robust  nature 
of  the  times  and  the  quality  of  its  members, 
in  the  words  of  our  historian, 

Joseph  Anderson. 

I  have  paused  to  think  about  this  as  we 
welcome  to  the  Club  for  the  next  three 
months,  the  City  Tattersall's  swimming 
club  who  will  be  using  our  pool  on 
Thursday  evenings  while  their  pool  is 
undergoing  a  major  renovation. 

Over  the  years,  but  certainly  not  in  recent 
times,  much  has  been  made  of  a  supposed 
feud  between  the  clubs  and  of  rules 
introduced  to  forbid  Tattersall's  Club 
members  from  being  members  of  City  Tatts. 
In  fact,  it  wasn't  really  like  that  at  all. 


history,  as  we  did,  of  a  connection  with 
Tattersall’s  Hotel,  adopted  the  name  and 
later,  in  1903,  moved  to  Pitt  Street  (and 
later  to  a  site  adjacent  to  Tattersalls), 
Some  saw  all  this  as  a  complement  to 
the  older  club,  although,  in  1921,  when 
City  Tatts  asked  for  Rule  53  to  be 
removed,  they  were  refused  until  later  for 
the  reason  that  it  was  felt  that  they  had 
yet  to  win  their  spurs. 

So  much  for  history.  Although  I  cannot 
resist  adding  to  the  story  of  the  great 
rivalry  between  the  two  Tatts,  by 
recording  a  second  consecutive  clean 
sweep  by  our  gallant  swimmers  in  the 
annual  Two  Tatts  event  -  and  this  time  an 
away  win  as  well.  As  usual,  the  Cheetahs 
(City  Tatts  Swim  Club)  were  excellent 
hosts  and,  fighting  back  the  tears, 
entertained  us  well  into  the  night.  Long 
may  this  healthy  competition  continue.

There  was  a  Tattersall’s  Club  rule  -  Rule 
53,  which  was  introduced  in  1894  to 
prevent  members  of  our  club  joining,  or 
even  frequenting,  other  sporting  clubs. 
But  this  was  aimed  at  a  new  association 
called  Bowes  Tattersall’s  which  was  seen 
as  an  undesirable  body  not  to  be 
associated  with  the  then  "regulator"  of 
betting  in  the  State,  It  was  not  until  a 
year  later  that  City  Tattersall’s  was  founded 
out  of  the  St  Ledger  Bookmakers 
Association,  formed  as  a  result  of  the 
great  Pearl  Powder  incident  which  saw 
the  end  of  the  Australian  Bookmakers 
Association  monopoly. 

It  is  true  that  Rule  53  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  Tattersall's  members  at  that 
time,  but  little  was  made  of  it,  nor  of  the 
fact  that  City  Tatts,  despite  having  no

TWO  TATTS  2002  - 
ANOTHER  CLEAN  SWEEP!

Tattersalls  was  the  first  Club  to  have 
back-to-back  clean  sweeps  of  the 
events,  first  in  2001  and  now  in  2002.

It  is  with  enormous  pleasure  that  I  can 
report  that  for  the  second  year  in 
succession,  Tattersalls  has,  effected  a 
clean  sweep  of  the  events  which  are  held 
annually  against  our  old  foes  the 
"Cheetahs"  (City  Tattersalls). 

No  doubt  you  will  agree  that  traditions  in 
clubs  such  as  Tattersalls  are  important 
and  great  traditions  take  time  to 
establish  themselves. 

The  history  of  this  particular  tradition 
began  thanks  to  the  foresight  of  one  of 
Tattersalls  greatest  former  members, 
Norm  Rogers  and  the  Cheetahs  Captain 
Bob  Lowe  -  two  great  club  men. 

1985  was  the  first  annual  challenge  and 
in  those  days  the  relay  consisted  of  20  men 
per  side,  although  on  some  occasions  I 
believe  this  was  reduced  due  to  the 
availability  of  swimmers  from  both  Clubs. 

The  first  challenge  was  held  in  our 
wonderful  pool  at  the  old  club.  Later  the 
event  was  divided  and  the  first  over  40's 
was  swum  in  1988  and  subsequently  the 
over  50's  in  1993. 


It  is  also  interesting  to  note  the  times  and 
from  the  entry  on  the  Open  trophy  for 
1991 ,  which  was  won  by  City  Tatts,  a 
time  of  7:58  72  is  recorded  which 
indicates  an  average  time  per  swimmer 
of  23.9  seconds.  This  event  was  held  in 
the  old  Tattersalls  pool  which  was  40  yards. 

Another  interesting  statistic  obtained 
from  the  Club's  magazine  indicates  that 
in  1988  when  Tattersalls  won  the  Open 
event,  the  average  time  per  man  was 
26.9  seconds  over  the  50  metres  swum 
at  S.F.F.  pool.  In  the  early  years  both 
Clubs  used  "ring  ins"  in  their  teams  and 
this  once-accepted  practice  has  now 
been  discontinued.  The  competitors  must 
now  be  bona  fide  club  members. 

In  this  year’s  event  event  held  at  City 
Tattersalls,  the  average  time  for  the  Open 
swimmers  over  50  yards  was  24.6  per 
man  and  the  average  time  for  the  over 
40's  was  26.6.  This  year's  time  was 
extremely  good  when  compared  with 
previous  years  results  and  in  particular 
the  time  engraved  on  the  1991  plaque.

Where  were  you  brought  up? 

I  was  brought  up  in  Liverpool  in  England. 
My  formative  years  were  coloured  by  the 
rise  of  the  Beatles  and  I  had  firsthand 
experience  as  Paul  McCartney  is  a  first 
cousin.  The  Beatles  music  is  very  close  to 
me  in  several  respects.  For  example,  when 
you  hear  the  song  ‘Let  It  Be1  and  the  line, 
“when  mother  Mary  comes  to  me”,  that 
is  my  Aunty  Mary,  my  Dad’s  sister. 

What  brought  you  to  Australia? 

I  came  to  Australia  as  the  Managing 
Director  of  Waterford  Wedgwood.  Waterford 
Wedgwood  is  an  established  market 
leader  specialising  in  the  manufacture  and 
distribution  of  prestige  china  and  crystal. 

How  did  you  start  in  this  business? 

Extraordinary  to  admit  it  now  but  I  first 
became  interested  in  fine  things  and  in 
particular  Wedgwood  when  1  was  1 1 . 

When  I  finished  business  school  I  finally 
got  to  join  the  company  and  I  always 
enjoyed  the  alliance  of  art  and  commerce. 

What  are  your  interests  in  sport? 

I  love  all  sports  but  in  particular,  try  to  follow 
rugby,  tennis  and  golf.  I  must  admit  that 
my  interest  is  coloured  by  a  commercial 
dimension  which  is  that  I  am  looking  to  see 
which  sports  I  can  sponsor  with  trophies 
made  by  Waterford  Crystal  or  Wedgwood.

A  club  like  Tattersalls  only  exists  because 
of  the  calibre  of  its  membership.

I 
have  been  asked  to  assume  responsibility 
for  an  exciting  international  portfolio  of 
corporate  affairs,  including  for  example  our 
highly  successful  sporting  trophy  business 
worldwide  and  that  challenge  is  largely 
based  upon  the  success  we’ve  had  here. 
I'm  therefore  expected  to  recreate  the 
Australian  success  on  an  international  scale. 
Whilst  I'm  naturally  sorry  to  be  leaving 
Australia,  I  have  been  invited  to  keep  my 
place  on  the  board  of  Waterford  Wedgwood 
Australia  and  would  expect  to  return  here 
on  a  regular  basis  both  in  my  new  capacity 
and  to  maintain  an  ongoing  interest  in  our 
local  affairs.
